2. The ANSLEY Crystal Pick-Up was first developed by Arthur Ansley who 
discovered, years ago, what is now (through widespread imitation) universally 
acknowledged: That the crystal pick-up is the finest method of record 
reproduction. 

3. The DYNAPHONE double curved arm, frictionless vertical pivoting, plus 
special rubber mountings reduce tracking-error, distortion, surface-noise, and 
record-wear— other ANSLEY "firsts" never successfully copied. 

4. ANSLEY made the first successful AC-DC radio in 1931, followed 
shortly by the AC-DC Dynaphone— both widely imitated but never equalled.
